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Cover Story - "Matt" Gooch Grist Mill 

Madison "Matt" was the second son of Jim and Elvira Gooch, mentioned several 
times in TGF. The mill served the community for a long-long time. Presumably 
first operated by Matt (possibly his father Jim.) and last by Matt’s son Luther 
Gooch (1888-1962). The years each operated the mill is not known by the editor. 
The rock that ground corn into meal was powered by water hitting an undershot 
wheel beneath the mill. Luther however made later additions with a small over- 
shot wheel that in turn drove a pulley and belt to power a saw for making cuts 
of timber, mostly for firewood.

Its very good for a regional public 
library. Georgia has several small libraries that were given beginnings 
from individual collections. One in Moultrie, Ga., that has a good infor- 
mation on Scottish clans. I still have not visited there. Then there is 
one in Homerville that is mostly families of southern Ga. One at Vidalia 
that is good on the southeastern states. And the University of Ga. in 
Athens, has an excellent historical and genealogical section. More than I 
have time to get around to for sure. 

For your information and maybe our mutual benefit, I am involved with 
other surnames such as; Jordan, Todd, Brooks, Morgan, Walker, Wilkerson, 
Thomason, Murray, and of course Daniel(s). We, my sister mostly, has just 
noticed a parallel with our Murrays going from NC to the same county in 
TN as in Alex Haley’s "Roots" Murrays. Our direct descendant did not own 
slaves, but a related uncle did. Oh well, a ‘White Roots’ version probably 
would not show my ancestors in too good of light. 


The Gooch line is my wife’s mother’s line and her father was a Todd. On that 
line the ‘ole folks’ say there is a connection to Mary Todd Lincoln. It 
would not be direct, but I am working on that. I have learned that Abe was 
not necessarily that poor. Most everyone of his day lived in a log cabin. 
And there was no available light to read by except fire, at night. Lincoln's 
father moved his family from Kentucky to Indiana because he did not believe 
in slavery. That history is well documented. 


I want to say again, the best source of new subscribers is through your 
connections. However, I have lost more than I have gained from Vol. 1 to 
Vol 2. Please continue to tell your kinfolks about The Gooch Family. If you 
as a subscriber would like to place a copy in a local genealogical library, 
and you are willing to deliver it, just give me a little basic information.

This research by Jann is, in part, her response to running her FGR 
page 36-37 on last issue. I have reproduced the page as she submitted 
it with exception of item numbers, which were added by your editor. 


Item #1. is the oldest by dates listed. Would like any response from 
anyone having more information on this couple. 


Item #2. refers one back to item #9. I would assume that the incomplete 
date in #9 is 9-11-1850. Working with the birth date of Rowland Gooch in 
#9 (22 April 1778) that would put his death Aug. 29, 1850, that would 

be 74, 4 mon., and 7 days. See also below, original bill, Pet. dated 

7 Mar 1853, page 280, Madison Co. Ala. record. 


Item #11 the date 1818 must be a typo; should be 1881, since #5 gives his 
death in 1883. Died a young man in Hope AR leaving a wife and babe. 


Item #5, #11, and #12 are the same Rowland A. or R.A., however must not 

a son of Rowland in #2 and #9, since he is not mentioned in the petition 

in item #2. Item #12 states he leaves a widowed mother, brothers and 

sisters. In item #2, you cannot assume William M. is a son but other evidence 
shows William M. Gooch is a son of Rowland who was referred to as William 

in one instance. See Pet. Book 1, pg. 507, following page.

Some years after his wife died, Luther sold the farm on which the mill 
stood, to Cardwell C. and Elsie Todd Baker of Atlanta. Elsie being a sister 
to the editors father-in-law and aunt to his wife, Elsie. During a period 
of Winter 1954 to Fall 1957 the editor and wife Elsie lived with Elsie’s 
parents and farmed with them. During that time they (we) repaired the mill 
and raceways, putting the mill into running condition. There was not a great 
deal of interest in grinding corn or other grains so the mill sat idle most 
of the time. During the 70’s and 80‘s when the Todd’s no longer lived near 
the mill, it fell victim of vandals. Any thing of value was removed or burned. 
Even the mill stones are no longer there.
